-Wasninetox, September 30.—About fifty 
persons gathered in front of the white house 
this morning to witness the president and Mrs. 
Cleveland's departure on their western trip. 
‘The weather has been rainy and disagreeable 
for the past threedlays. It cleared off beauti- 
filly this motning, just in time to verify the 
proverbial good luck of the president. At9:45 
a Garriage dPeW up at the north front of the 
executive mansion, and the presidént and 
Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. Folsom and Lena, Mrs. 
Cleveland's maid, entered and were driven to 
te Pennsylvania railroad station. The presi- 
dent wore bis usual black suit, while Mrs, 
Cleveland was dressed in a brown silk bodice, 
with white spring skirt and bonnet to match. 
At the station a special train had been run 


*k nearly to the entrance of the Duilding. 
-Axu ordinary car had been attached for the 


agcommodation of railroad and train men, 
whichis to be détached at Baltimore. At 
that city the cars of the special train which 
ate now headed by the ‘“P. P. C.”’ will be re- 


versed so as to bring the observation comipart- 
ment m the rear. :

The Sims was formerly the “D. R, Powell,’’ 
and was purchased by Captain T. B. Sims sev- 
éral months ago, from the Anchor Line coih- 
pany, for $20,000. The boat and cargo area 
total joss. The fire caught on the lower deck, 
aft of the boilers, and spread with great rapid- 
ity. The boat was at once headed for the Ar- 
kansas shore, and made fast until the passen- 
gers and crew escaped. She afterwards drifted 
down the river some two miles and lodged 
against an island. THe charred remains of 
one man was found in the wreck,and he is 
suppoggd to be Bunch, the only one Jost, al- 
though a negro ronstabout and a white deck 
passenger are also reported missing,_The Sims 
was. insured for $16,000 in» St, Lenis and 
Wheeling companies. Her cargo was insured 
in St. Louis, excepting the eotten,; which ‘was 
covered by the — policies of eonsignees, in 
local companies here.

rested this afternoon, charged with laboring

No. 2 has placed itself in a position where the 
lease should be furfeited because it has allowed 
Bondurant and Joplin for years to govern the 
convicts in violation .of the law, and to the 
misery and suffering of the convict. 

Who designated the Chattahoochee Brick 
company as & proper party to control the con- 
victs?

WHY, WHO DENYS IT?

ONE PLACE WHERE ALL WAS CREDITABLE. 

Mr. Smith said no general charge had been 
made against the convicts on,the Georgia Mié 
land, save in the one respect of the whipping 
at Bingham’s camp. The testimony had shown 
that the treatment on that road had been bet- 
ter than .at any other place, be-

Whata blot it would have re- 
moved from their names! But, did they doit? 
No! The outrage was discovered not through 
them or their agents, but by an anonymous 
scribbler, whom I thank in the name of Geor- 
gia. Not content with inhumanly whipping 
them, they were marched to the works, where 
with every blow they struck, continued

And who relieved them? Was it the lessees 
or their agents? No, but the officers of the 
law! And for what were these men so inhu- 
manly chopped up? Slaughter for a little fight 
three weeks before, and Mobley for cursing ;

Eight weeks ago he was driving «# fractious 
young horse around the track back of lis 
stables, and the animal shied and ran close in 
by the fence. A splinter from a paling en 
tered the palm of Mr. Bolling’s left land. 


Soon afterwards symptoms of tetanus ag 
ie 


oped, and he. was taken to 
St. Joseph's infirmary and laced 
under the treatment of Dr. J. B. 


Read. The patient’s jaws were locked as tight 
as a vise. He became unconscious, and for 
five weeks remained so, with only an OCCA 
sional lucid interval of a few minutes. Dur- 
ing all that time, nourishment in the way of 
concentrated beef tea and milk was adminis- 
tered through tubes. The first day a tabe less 
than a.“quarter Of an inch in diameter was 
used, as the patient’s jaws coultl not be forced 
apart, Then it was determined to break out a 
front tooth, as is often donein such cases, to 
admit a tube. While unconscious Bolling 
scarcely changed his position, and for five 
weeks taid with his body arched. The muscles 
of his back had contracted just as those of his 
jaws. Three weeks ago he grasped his left 
hand in his right, and although semi-ancen- 


scious, appeared to be in & paroxy5m 
of pain. An attendant examined the left 
hand, and seeing the end of the 


splinter pulled it out. It was an inch long. 
Ever since the splinter was removed his con- 
dition has improved, though slowly. The 
acute symptoms have disappeared, however, 
and Mr. Bolling’s recovery is Confidently 
looked for. The case has attracted a great deal 
of interest among the physicians of the city.

The Pennsylvania railroad and the New 
York Central have proved themselves the 
‘most enterprising railrdads in the country 
by being the first to abolish the deadly car 
stove and to provide in its stead a system of 
steam heating. 
The steam is taken from the locomotive 
at a reduced pressure and passed under the 
train in a main pipe which passes from car 


By an arrangement of taps, which dis- 
charges the water automatically, freezing 
and condensation are prevented.

desired degree. 

Other railroads have followed the lead of 
the Pennsylvania and the New York Cen- 
tral.

The Agricultural Department. 

The disposition on the part of some of 
our legislators to turn the agricultural de- 
partment upside down, continues to mani- 
fest itself at every session of the general 
The singular thing about this 
business is that the various and several at- 
tempts to cripple the department flies di- 
rectly in the face of the expressed wishes of 
the representative farmers of the state. _ 

There can be no doubt that ghe agricul- 
tural society of Georgia is a representative 
It is made up of farmers who know 
the needs of the agriculturalists, and who 
are capable of speakingforthem. At every 
meeting of the society these farmers indorse 
the agricultural department, express their 
confidence in its management, and acknowl- 
edge the benefits which they, as a class, 
derive from its workings. 

Notwithstanding this, there is an attempt 
at every session of the legislature to cripple 
Just now there are two 
bills before the house, relating to the agri- 
cultural department. 
the appropriation for its maintenance from 
The other is to elect 
the commissioner by the people, and to re- 
duce the term to two years. 

With respect to the first bill, it may be 
said that an appropriation of $5,000 would 
be utterly inadequate to enable the commis- 
sioner to carry out the design of the act 
under which the agricultural department 
was organized. In the first place, the com- 
missioner is required, by section four of the 
act, to ‘“‘prepare a handbook describing the 
geological formation of the state, with in- 
formation as to the general adaptation of 
This requirement involves | 
the preparation of new editions of the origi- 
nal work from time to time; and as there 
is no special appropriation made for the 
printing and circulating of such a work, a 
considerable part of the aggregate appro- 
priatioy must be used for this purpose. 

‘In the second place, the act requires the 
commissioner to lmport seeds, to exchange 
seeds with other states, and to provide for 
At the lowest estimate, 
this requirement calls for the expenditure 
of at least a thousand dollars a year, and 
a much larger sum—say $2,000—might be 
judiciously expended for this purpose alone, 
and with resultant benefits

In the fourth place, the whole business 
of the inspection of fertilizers, conferred 
by the original act, was confirmed and en- 
larged by the fertilizer act of 1877. The 
duty of inspecting oils was also imposed by 
the act of 1881, The. greater part of the 
time and attention of the commissioner 
must necessarially be devoted to the general 
administration of the department, includ- 
ing the onerous and responsible work of 
the inspection of fertilizers and oils, which 
has grown into proportions not even re- 


motely contemplated at the time the de- 


partment was established. He must em- 
ploy experts to perform the special duties 
imposed by the act—duties that require 
greater knowledge and scientific attain- 
ments than are usually possessed by the 
average business man. | 

As to the bill to make the office of com- 
missioner of agriculture elective by the 
people and to reduce the term to two years, 
we object to it because it would make the 
office a political office to be scrambled for 
in the state nominating convention, and in 
the confusion of such a scramble, personal 
fitness and experience would have to give 


way to personal popularity. The office of / 


commissioner of agriculture is one that re- 
quires special qualifications. The commis- 
sioner should not only be an experienced 
and a practical farmer, familiar with the 
habits, wants, prejudices and embarrass- 
ments of the Georgia farmer, but he should 
understand the principles of improved and 
progressive agriculture, and bein thorough 
sympathy with every need of the farmer. 

These peculiar qualifications do not fit a 
man for successfully competing with the 
politicians before a nominating convention, 
but are usually associated with an unfamil- 
iarity with political methods. Itisa notori- 
ous fact that the wants and wishes of the 
farmers receive small consideration at the 
hands of politicians and political conven- 
tions. Party availability, personal magnet- 
ism, and stump-speaking ability are the 
winning cards in a contest for political 
oflice. 

Under the present law, the governor of 
the state, the appointing power, is easily 
approached by individuals, the representa- 
tives of the agriculttral interests of the 
state, and can most easily and certainly in- 
form himself in regard to the merits and 
qualifications of applicants for office. More- 
over, he is directly responsible to the bar of 
public opinion and to the people of the state 
at large for the wisdom of his appointments. 
In addition, the governor has a direct per- 
sonal interest in selecting a competent man 
to fill so important an office. Nominating 
conventions have no such.idea of respon- 
sibility, and are influenced by no fear of 
criticism or condemnation for unfit nomina- 
tions. 

As to the proposition to reduce the term, 
it may be said that two years is too short a 
time to enable an incumbent to become efil- 
cient in the duties of the office. These 
duties are not only onerous, but compli- 
cated. Weare of the opinion that both of 
the bills now before the house should be de- 
feated. a nes

While He Sieeps. 


THE WONDERFUL NEW CLOVER 


That Beats the Gold Mines of Nacoochee~« 
Mr. George W, Williame’s Experience 
With Bermuda Grass, 


‘ Nacoocnrer,Ga., September 26.—{Correspons 
dence Charleston News and Courier. ]|—Permit 
mé to speak of # new and valuable plant 
known as the Lespedeza Striata, which hag 
within the past few years been weleomed ta 
naturalization, and is spreading rapidly alf 
over this mountain country. This clover is of 
more value to the farmer than the Georgia gold 
mines. Itis said that there is nothing new 
under the sun, but this grass or clover is cere 
tainly new, as it was not known in any part of 
the United States before the war. 

Many believe that it was bronght here dure 
ing Sherman’s march through Georgia. ‘Tig 
cannot be true, as the Lespedeza was first seeq 
in the deep coves and valleys in the mountaing 
never visited by the union soldiers and seldom 
by man. I have a park of some hundred acreg 
near my mountain home on which I had beea 
for years trying to get a stand of red clover and 
blue grass, but wi hout succes. 

Within the last ten years the Lespedeza hag 
been gradually spreading over it antil bie 
every foot of the park is covered, and now 
looks as green and beautiful as the blue grass 
fields of Kentucky. i¢ affords a luxuriant 
grazing pasture for cattle, horses and shee 
even the hogs fatten on it. The beanty of this 
new clover is that it is self-propagating, grows. 
well on lawns exposed to the sun, thrives in 
parks covered by the largest trees, merely re~ 
quiring the trimming of the undergrowth. 

The Lespedeza will totally destroy the ugl 
Bermuda grass, and from my experience wit 
the Bermuda I think the contest an unequal 
one. Twenty years ago I was so much p! 
with the Bermuda grass that 1 saw growing in 
middle Georgia I decided to introduce it into 
Nacoochee valley. I brought with me from 
Madison, Ga., a small package of its joints, 
which were transplanted in alawn. I foun 
the Bermuda spreading so rapidly I feared i 
would find its way into the valley and injure 
the land required for the cultivation of other 
crops. Having decided to extirpate it, I 
selected a hot, dry spell in July; then and there 
began the tug of war. 

In tearing to pieces with a strong pair of 
mules and a coulter plow the matted roots, 
which, were as tangled as an Indian cane-brake, 
I broke the plow and injured the mules more 
than I did the grass. To make sure work, E 
cremated every joint of the grass I could tind, 
When I returned the following summer you 
can judge my surprise to tind that the dreaded 
Bermuda had spread threefold ; the tearing to 
pieces the clotted roots was just what it needed 
to make it spread and form a beautiful creen 
lawn. The roots of the Bermuda penetrate so 
deep into the stiff tenacious red clay that the 
deepest plowing fails to eradicate them. 

This experiment of mine convinced me that 
for the “red old hills of Georgia’ there is no 
grass equal to the Bermuda. I find that it 
makes a fine green lawn, affords good pastur< 
age for horses and cattle, and in good soil 
makes a hay equal to the best meadow lands, 
The bermuda will grow on worn-out fields, 
restore guilied slopes into luxuriant pastures; 
doeg not thrive on sandy larid, but is without 
doubt the grass to renovate the red hills of 
Georgia and the Carolinas, for it stands the 
sun and drought. In thiscountry it has no 
seeds, but is easily propagated by layers; every 
joint.makes a root, and appears to grow, eve 
after it is cremated. 

The Bermuda should not, however,be'grown 
on land that you wish to cultivate in other 
crops. I had rather make my bread on Yonah - 
mountain than attempt to grow corn on @ 
field overrun with Bermuda grass. Itis, nev- 
ertheless, a most valuable grass, and should 
be cultivated for grazing purposes and hay 
making. 

But the cherished Lespedeza is the poor and - 
the lazy man’s friend, as it propagates itself, 
grows spontaneously without culture, protects 
from washing the steepest hillsides and affords 


.an admirable pasture for stock of all kinds, 


It is not, however, yet grown to any extent for 
rich valley lands, and the horses are very 
fond of the hay made from it. It enriches the 
ground and is as valuable a fertilizer as the 
pea vine.3 Unlike the Bermuda, it is easily de 
stroyed when you wish a rotation of crops 
The Lespedeza has a tap root and cannot well 
be transplanted, but spreads rapidly without 
culture. The seeds are small and difficult to 
collect ; is killed to the ground by late frosts 
but reappears earlyin the spring. This heaven- 
born plant has climbed without the aid of man 
five thousand feet to the summit of Yonah 
mountain and the Blue Ridge. It has also 
crossed the Savannah river, and will, doubte 
less, in a few years, spread over the Piedmont 
belt. Isend you 7 mail a package of the 
Lespedeza cal the Bermuda, also some of the 
roots of the Bermuda.

Facts in the Case. 


JUDGE NEWMAN’S SENTENCE JUST 


When Based Upon the Testimony as it Was 
Presented to Him—Brooks Pleaded 
Guilty to Two Counts. 


The announcement in the columns of THE 
ConstTITvUTION, yesterday, of the pardon of one 
James W. Brooks, together with the presi- 
dent’s statement of his reasons for granting the 
pardon, created not a little excitement about 
the streets yesterday. 

James W. Brooks was sentenced, by Judge 
W. T. Newman, United States district judge 
for this distriet, 

“The casé, 48 presented to the president, 
may have warranted his using the language 
he did,’’ said one of Judge Newman’s ad- 
mirers; “but I am sure you will find, that an 
examination of the record in the case will show 
that Fudge Newman did right.”

record in the Brooks case on file in the office of 
the clerk of the United States court, 

From thatit appears that Jolin W. Brooks 
Was arrested in Walton county on the 26th of 
January, 1887, by Deputy Collector J. R. 
Ware. Brooks was arraigned before Com- 
missioner Easton at Gainesville to answer to a 
charge Of ‘illicit distilling’ and ‘working in an 
illicit distillery.’ Upon the preliminary hear- 
ing he was held to answer to these charges be- 
fore the next term of United States court. 

THE TESTIMONY AGAINST HIM, 
as it appears in the records, was that of Deputy 
Collector Ware and Mr. W. A. Baugh, who 
accompanied. him upon the raid. The official 
report of the testimony is as follows: 
eputy Collector J. R. Ware sworn: 

On the morningof January 26, 1587, in company 
with W. A. Baugh, I went to an illicit dis.illery in 
Walton county, Ga.. The defendant came to the 
distillery aad went to work making malt in the dis- 
tillery and went to werk making malt corn, De- 
fendant went to one ofthe stills and dipped some 
hot water and poured it over the corn and was at 
work with it when I went into the distillery and ar- 
rested him. I found two stills in the furnace and a 
large quantity of beerin the distillery. From all 
appearances, the stillshad been operated the day 


before, January 25, 1875. Defendant said he was run- 
ning the distillery. 
are J. R. WARE, D. C. 
W. A. Baugh swears: 


I was with Deputy Collector Wate on January 26 
1887, and assisted in the arrest of defendant an 
seizure of the distillery, and substantiate the state- 
ment made by him.

tappears, then, that Brooks acknowledged 
that he was running the distillery.. He was 
caught by the officers while. ‘working.’ There 
were two offences against the revenue laws. 

When arraigned before Judge Newman, a 
plea of guilty was entered iff both cases: The 
prisoner was thereupon sentenced to seven 
months’ imprisonment, and to paya fine of 
one iandved dollars. 

A Talk With District-Attorney Hill. 

Hon. Ben Hill, United States district attor- 
ney, was asked if he remembered the circum- 
stances surrounding the case. He said: 

“John W. Brooks was arraigned upon a 
charge of carrying on the business of a distiller 
without government license, and also of work- 
ing in an illicit distillery. He pleaded guilty 
tv both charges. The evidence showed that 
he was caught by the officers working in an il- 
licit distillery. As this was his first offense, 
Jadge Newman inflicted a light sentence— 
seven months’ imprisonment and $100 fine. 
This is a lighter sentence than is usually given 
tomen convicted of those offenses. These 
were the only facts before Judge Newman 
when he announced the sentence. Ps 

“Since that sentence and the imprisonment, 
additional facts were brought to my notice. 
These showed that Brooks was simply a hire- 
ling, and had worked only one day when ar- 
rested. It wasalso ascertained that Brooks 
had a wife and four children suffering for the 
necessaries of life, and that thess needed hfs 
attention. His character, previous to this of- 
fense, was that of a peaceable, law-abiding 
citizen. 

‘‘For these reasons I recommended the par- 
don. These facts were not shown before the 
court, as the defendant pleaded guilty to the 
charge and made no exculpatory showing. 

‘This much can be said in justice to Judge

A Coxstitution reporter was shown the. 


Newman. In his sentences itis his purpose, 


sons who own and furnish the distilleries with 
far greater severity than those who are merely 
workers and hirelings. He holds, that this is 
the proper way tostrike at the root of the 
difficulty.’ 

Judge Newman's Sentences. 

In his sentences of offenders against the in- 
ternal revenue laws, Judge Newman has put 
into practical use the principle stated by Mr. 
Hill. Men charged with working only, have 
in almost no case, received a sentence exceed- 
ing two months’ imprisonment, while a large 
number have been sentenced to only one 
month. The maximum imprisonment, is six 
months. Onthe other hand, the owners of 
illicit distilleries, have received much heavier 
sentences,

Governor Gordon was occupied yesterda 
from 9 until 5 o’clock, with a recess of two 
hours, with the argument of counsel in the 
convict case.

Below will 
be found the governor’s action in several mat- 
ters, together with the bills approved by him 
on yesterday. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 
Governor Gorpon received a number of 
bills from the clerks of the two houses yester- 
day that were recently passed, and awaited his 
approval. Owing to the press of other matters, 
the governor was unable to give all his atten- 
tion yesterday, but signed a number of those 
received. Others will receive his attention to- 
day. Those signed were, an act to incorporate 
and amend act incorporating Van West Min- 
ing and Quarrying company; an act to incor- 
porate the town of Fort Valley; an act to 
amend charter of town of Dalton; a resolution 
to appropriate $150 to the Jackson Light 
Artillery, in payment for repairs made on 
cannons belonging to the state; an act to pro- 
hibit practicing attorneys at law from serving 
as jury commissioners; an act to incorporate 
the First Volunteer regiment of Georgia; an 
act to refund to C. A. Daniels $39.89, raised on 
tax fi. fas. in excess of tax due; an act to in- 
easy Thomasville, Florida and Western 
Railroad company.
